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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument with regards 
to claims 1 and 16, that the combination of Joong and Christensen fails to disclose forwarding of fax calls and connection of non-fax calls 
is not persuasive for reason that Joong discloses connecting voice call, and forwarding of fax calls to a different number after determining 
that the incoming call is a fax call (col. 2 line 60-col. 3 line 20, col. 5 lines 27-55, and col. 6 lines 21-43), Joong fails to specifically disclose 
incoming call to subcriber's directory number, Christensen discloses incoming call to the same number, and an intelligent network for 
forwarding the incoming call to appropriate terminal based on determination of call type (col. 1 lines 27-49, and col. 2 line 43-col. 4 line
